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Planes collide over Los Angeles; 2 die 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - Two pri- 


vate airplanes collided in flight over 
the west side of the dly near the Pa- 
cific Ocean Thursday and flaming de- 
brU and parts of mangled bodies were 
scattered'on a residential neighbor- 
hood that included an elementary 
MhooL * 


Two persons, one from each plane, 


were killed, authorities concluded af- 
ter an exhaustive search of the area 
up until dusk. Coroner's deputies said 
the bodies were so mangled that it 


was thought at first ttiat three were 
dead. 


There were no reports of casualties, 


among those on the, ground. 


Debris rained on the yard of the 


Marina Light and Life Christian 
School where about 100 children were 
watching a volleyball game. No one 
was Injured. 


"The parts were coming down like 


confetti on the roof," said principal 
Raymond Roller. "I think the Lord 
was watching over us. It was just a 
miracle no one was hurt." 


Some of the children began to cry 


when they saw parts of a human head 
fall to the'ground. 


A little boy,''Skip Buchanan/ 10; 


playing football in a-park, saw it all 
and reported succinctly: 
* 


"There was a little plane and a big 


plane and the little one snipped the 
big plane's wing'and tore off one mo- 
tor. There were a whole bunch of 
things flying out. It was scary." 


The big plane was a twin-engine ex- 


ecutive-type Aerojet Commander Tur- 


boprop owned by Hughes Aircraft Co. 
which has a landing strip and a plant 
nearby. 


Pilot Donald Bolt, 44, Westlake Vil- 


lage, .Calif., was aboard alone. He had 
worked for Hughes for nine years.' 


His body was decapitated and hit 


the wall of the Venice Division station 
of the Los Angeles Police Depart- 
ment. The bulk of the wreckage hit 
the street in front of the station, caus- 
ing the building to vibrate and break- 
ing power connections. 


The little plane was a single-engine 


Beechcraft Debonalre and also car- 
ried a lone pilot although it was first 
reported there was believed to.be a 
student-pilot aboard also. 


Hundreds of persons were attracted

The court challenge was brought 
by three pregnant women who planned to obtain abortions under 
Medicald, three women who had obtained abortions in the post, 
and one doctor.

Ferry dead hunted by divers, sonar 


DESTREHAN, La. (UPI) - Teams 


of divers, directed by sophisticated so- 
nar, Thursday searched the muddy 
Mississippi River bottom for more 
victims of the collision of a 22,000-ton 
tanker and a crowded ferryboat 


Twenty-two bodies have been recov- 


ered, but at least 56 other persons 
were missing from the 120-foot ferry- 
boat George Prince which sank 15 
minutes after it was rammed by the 
664-foot Norwegian tanker Frosta be- 
fore dawn Wednesday. 


A half mile upstream, crews worked 


in eight-hour shifts trying to lift tho 
wreckage of the sunken ferry. A 650- 
ton floating crane pulled the bull half 
out of the water by sunset; but prog- 
ress was slowed because workmen 
had to readjust cables every few min- 
utes. 


More than ISO relatives and friends 


of the missing stood In small groups 
along the river-bank for the second 
• consecutive day, watching the 24-hour 
search effort through binoculars and 
waiting for news. 
• "I just wish they'd get him out of 
tho river," said Karen Wolf, whose 
missing husband, David, was one of 
the deckhands on the ferryboat. 


Only 18 persons survived the colli- 


sion, and authorities feared the death 
toll could reach 100 depending on the 
number of commuters who were 
crowded aboard the barge-like vessel 
for the seven-minute river crossing. 


Most of the missing wen believed 


trapped in the 31 cars which were 
scattered up to a half mile down- 
stream by the current Officials said 
more bodies could still be in the sun- 


ken ferryboat — where all of the first 
22 bodies were found. 


Coast Guard investigators scheduled 


a formal inquiry into the acddent Fri- 
day in New Orleans. Sonar" crews 
throught they had found most of the 
31 missing can Thursday, but the un- 
derwater search revealed only a pile 
of junk metal. A more sophisticated 
sonar system was brought in and the 
search resumed after sunset 


"Right now we're back to base 


one," said Lt. Wallace Friloux at 
state police rescue-headquarters. "We 
have relocated to a different area and 
we are searching again, but we 
haven't found anything." 


"It's my feeling the death toll Is go- 


Ing to go over 100," said St Charles 
Parish Sheriff John 0. St Amant 
"There's a good possibility all of tho 


victims will never be found." 


That would make the disaster the 


worst on Mark Twain's river since 
1,000 persons died .in an explosion 
aboard the steamboat Sultana near 
Memphis, Tenn., in 1865. 


Formal passenger counts rarely are 


kept on the ferry, which shuttle* 
workers from Destrehan across the 
river to Luling, 30 miles upstream 
from New Orleans. President Ford 
departed from the Destrehan landing 
on his river boat campaign three 
weeks ago. 


Divers spent the day Wednesday 


pulling bodies from the ferryboat, 
which sank at an angle in 90 feel of 
water, leaving only 20 feet of Its bow 
above the murky surface.

Nobel winner

Saul Bellow, eyes glistening, spoke

ence, "the child in me-is delighted.

Bellow, 61, comfortable in a light 


green turtle neck shirt and dark green 
suit, said he hoped the award would 
not be a burden as it was to the late 
John Steinbeck. 


"I KNEW Steinbeck quite well and I 


remember bow burdened be was by 
the Nobel Prize. He felt that he bad to 
give a better account of himself than 
be had done... 


"I remember feeling rather sorry 


for him. I felt it lay. aU too heavily on 
him ... and I think it made him quite 
wretched. I hope it isn't going to 
nuke me wretched, but then I'm a 
more cynical character." 


Bellow said he had a real fear of 


becoming a celebrity. "Being a writer 
is a rather dreamy thing. And nobody 
likes to have the diaphanous tissues 
torn . . . One has to protect one's 
dream space." 


Noting the'large crowd of reporters, 


photographers and cameramen in the 
university classroom, Bellow smiled 
and said, "Who's watching those two 
poor candidates today?" 


LATER HE was told President 


Ford had said the sweep of seven No- 
bel prizes this year by Americans 
showed the United States is a great 
intellectual haven. 


"Somebody must have told Presi-

Wednesday. 


A DIST. JS resident at Monday 


night's board meeting questioned the 
legality of the closed session, but Mrs. 
Zanca said the district's attorney had 
advised the -board that the meeting 
was "perfectly legal" • 


According to the Illinois Open Meet- 


Ing Act, however, there was "no 
basis" for holding the discussion in a 
closed meeting, said Herbert L. Capl- 
an, deputy chief of the general law 


division of the Illinois Attorney Gener- 
al's Office. 


The law provides that public bodies 


must deliberate openly except in In- 
stances involving discussion of collec- 
tive bargaining negotiations, the ac- 
quisition of real estate, personnel ap- 
pointments or dismissals, student dis- 
cipline cases or "a pending court pro- 
ceeding against or on behalf of the 
particular governmental unit" delib- 
erating.

Busing for bike program restored

The Elk Grove Township Dist 59 


Board of Education has .restored 
transportation funds for the town- 
ship's school bicycle safety program. 
However, for students at Frost School, 
1308 S. Cypress Dr., in Mount Pros- 
pect, and Devonshire School, 1401 S. 
Pennsylvania, DCS Plaines, the move 
came .too late. 


Program coordinator Elizabeth Cole- 


man said students at High Ridge 
Knolls School, 588 S Dara James M, 
Des Plaines, would be able'to partici- 
pate In the fall program as planned, 
but students from Frost and Devon- 
shire schools would not. These stu- 
dents from those two schools will be 
rescheduled for the spring program 
if time permits, she said. 


The program had been Jeopardized 


by the district's withdrawal of a bus 
used to transport Dist. 59 children to 
the training facility. The board voted 
this week to restore up to $2,000 in 
transportation funds to keep the pro- 
gram going through the fall. 


ALTHOUGH THE $2,000 Is suf- 


ficient to pay for busing the remain- 
ing 1,300 students scheduled for the 
fall program, only about 300 students 


will be able to take advantage of the 
program. 
- 


"When the district dropped the 


funds for the bus last month it set the 
program back two weeks," Ms. Cole- 
man said. 


In the absence of the bus service, 


the bicycle safety program, complete 
with 18 bicycles, 10 signs and 20 sand- 
bags, had to be trucked from school to 
school. 


Under this system, students could 


not use the bike riding practice area 
set up at the Elk Grove Pork District 
parking lot adjacent to the program 
training facility at Lively Junior High 
. School, 999 Leicester Rd., Elk Grove 
Village. Also, because many schools 
did not have classrooms set aside for 
the program, there was nowhere to 
show bicycle safety films or to talk 
with the children before thcif prac- 
tice riding. 


Policy changes at Davidsmeyer Bus 


Service, Inc., the company which pro- 
vides buses for Dist 59, also have 
hampered the safety program. -The 
firm this year decided to provide field 
trip buses only until 2:15 p.m. rather 
than until 3 p.m., necessitating the eli- 
mination of the program's afternoon 
classes, Ms. Colcman said. 


"WITH OUR LAST class ending at 3 


p.m., the company said it was diffi- 
cult for the drivers to get back in 
time for their regular Junior high 
runs," she said. "Now our time's cut 
In half and it takes two weeks to do a 
school instead of one." 


With the reduced availability of 


buses, Ms. Colcman said she may 
have to conduct the program's class- 
room activities in winter and its bike 
riding activities in spring in order to 
accommodate the students scheduled 
for the program. 


The children who would be affected 


are from Hopkins and Salt Creek 
schools in Elk Grove Village, Brent- 
wood and Einstein schools In Des 
Plaines and Forest View School in 
Mount Prospect. 


Meanwhile, the availability of trans- 


portation funds for the spring pro- 
gram still Is uncertain. Officials from 
Dist 59 and the township are to meet 
In late winter to work out a -funding 
arrangement. 


Because the township's fiscal year 


begins in April, funds for the bus ser- 
vice possibly could be Included in the 
township's 1977 budget, said Richard 
Hall, Elk Grove Township supervisor. 


ceptions listed in the open meetings 
law, but William Murphy, an attorney 
retained by Dist 59 to provide legal 
advice on unit district proceedings, 
disagreed. 


"I DON'T 'KNOW what could be a 


clearer case of pending litigation than 
the unit district hearings," Murphy 
said.

Murphy said Dist 59 officials were 


not trying to hide anything by holding 
a closed meeting.

it is revealed in court, but be said the 
unit district hearings do not constitute 
litigation in the "classic" sense In 
which particular rights are being con- 
tested. 


Violations of the open meeting act 


can be remedied by a court order re- 
quiring future meetings to be con- 
ducted openly. 


Persons convicted of violating the 


act can be fined up to $5,000 and 
jailed up to 30 days.

Shooting past, but woes 
move along with family

John Grtna didn't think his lease 


wu bulletproof. 


When the shots started flying 


through his Hoffman Estates apart- 
ment. Grena figured that was reason 
enough to move. 


His landlord doesn't see it that way. 
A month after the shooting Incident, 


Grena and his family finally feel se- 
cure In their new Chicago home. 


BUT THE SENSE of security has 


cost him WOO, and be still has a JJ.02S 
lease hanging over his head. Wednes- 
day, he got.a threatening note In the 
mall to boot. 


The family had lived at 216 Grand 


Canyon Pkwy. for about three months 
before bullets began tinging through 
the apartment Sept. 15 while Grena 
was watching "Slarsky and Hutch." 


"It was Just like somebody.was 


pounding on the floor, but plaster was 
hitting me." he recalls. 


Police believe the suspects In the 


shooting were aiming at a neighboring 


apartment and that some of the IS 
bullets passed through the walls Into 
the Grena apartment. 


Later that night, says Grena, 23, his 


wife Amy, 22, was still shaken by 
what hod happened. So they packed 
their bags. 


"I figured I'm getting out of nere 


right now,'-' Grena says. "My wife 
was upset that night and didn't want 
to go back for anything." 


HIS WIFE CALLED the apartment 


manager the next day to say they 
were In the process of moving, Grena 
says. "She (the manager) said there's 
no way we'can move because we've 
got a lease with them and all that." 


But despite the manager's con- 


tention that the Grenos could be made 
to pay off the lease, be says, the fami- 
ly went ahead with the move.

He had just paid the next month's 


rent, so Grena called the bank and 
stopped payment on the $225 check. A 
week later, he rented a moving van 
for $200 and came back to get his fur-

vice and found that 98 per cent of 
them depend on the program because 
they have no other means of trans- 
portation. "Most of them think the 
program Is wonderful and very few 
had complaints about the system," he 
said. 


Seniar citizens questioned Thursday 


at the park district's "Over 50" club 
lauded the taxi program, but in some 
instances criticized the slow service.

British 
and French officials have said their 
SST cannot be made to meet the noise 
standards for the newest subsonic Jets 
and under international law should 
not be forced to do so. 


BUT A FEDERAL Aviation Admin- 


istration spokesman said he doubted 
the new standard would be extended 
to the SST because current U.S. stan- 
dards apply specifically to subsonic 


planes and there is no U.S. supersonic 
standard.

Need more time to beat vandalism 


After all the attention and 


energy expended in Arlington 
Heights during the past summer 
on preventing vandalism, it is 
discouraging to discover the 
problem has not yet been solved. 


The most recent example of 


Village won in Dist. Court 


An editorial Tuesday stated 


the Vilago of Arlington Heights 
lost the Lincoln Green zoning 
case In Federal District Court; 
in fact, the village won its case 
in District Court but was re- 
versed in the Federal Court of 
Apcals. Tho case is pending be- 
fore the U.S. Supreme Court. 


the continuing and inexplicable' 
nature of vandalism occurred 
early Tuesday when about 20 
traffic signs on two streets were 
damaged by people who got 
their kicks out of driving over 
them. 


As discouraging as this newest 


incident is, it is also a sign that 
those concerned 
about van- 


dalism must rededicate them- 
selves. 


T h i s summer the village 


passed an ordinance making 
parents responsible for damage 
caused by their children. 


That ordinance is a step to- 


ward gaining control of the van- 


dalism problem, but as the lat- 
est incident clearly shows, it is 
not the total solution. 


As long as there are people, ei- 


ther children or adults, who 
think destruction Is fun, there 
will be a problem with van- 
dalism. Laws can go part way to 
solving the problem by making* 
the community position clear, 
but they cannot remove the dis- 
turbed and disturbing motives 
which causes the destruction.'' 


The greatest deterrent to van-' 


dalism, as the village's parent 
responsibility ordinance points 
put, is the concerned action of 
parents who care about what 


their children are doing and set 
the example that clearly shows 
vandalism to be unacceptable. 


It may be impossible at this 


point for the police to track 
down those who created the 
most recent incident of van- 
dalism. However, increased vig- 
ilance by everyone who is in the 
position to witness an act of van- 
dalism can help in the future to 
assure that such acts won't go 
unpunished. 


It is clear the vandalism prob- 


lem is still with us and will con- 
tinue to be. However, dedicated ' 
parents and alert citizens can 
help to cut the problem to man- 
ageable proportions.

What will legal gambling solve? 


by RAY CROMLEY 


WASHINGTON - Men studying the 


problem of Illegal gambling In this 
country estimate the total con- 
nervaUvely at more than ISO billion. 
Jimmy the Greek says 1100 billion. 
Other claims run higher. 


Though no one knows, there are es- 


timates the grots Income organized 
crime takes from Illegal gambling 
runs around 20 to 25 per cent of the 
total before expenses, or some S10 bil- 
lion to $12.3 billion out of the ISO bil- 
lion figure. Net is much lower of 
coune. For expenses are heavy. 


Expenses include payoffs. No one 


knows how much these add up to. But 
It may bo reasonable to guess that 12 


billion to 13 billion of the 110 billion to 
112.5 billion gross Income is available 
for corrupting dty, county and state 
officials, ponce and anyone else 
handy. 


This guess includes only bribes 


from illegal gambling. Additional 
bribery money Is available from the 
profits of prostitution, loan sharking, 
white collar crime and an assortment 
of other unlawful activities. 


In some offices in some cities the 


situation Is not unlike that In a foreign 
country in which I was once assigned. 
A young man I interviewed explained 
that he hod wanted, since childhood, 
to enter the Ministry of Foreign Af- 
fairs. He didn't, he said, because once 
there he'd be forced to participate In

the graft. If he entered and refused, 
ho would be ostracized. He would re- 
ceive no worthwhile assignments. Fi- 
nally, things would be rigged and he'd 
be set up as a pigeon in a fake case. 
They wouldn't be able to tolerate him 
on the Job for fear that, sooner or lat- 
er, he'd blow the whistle on the lot of 
them. 


It has not escaped attention here 


that in some American cities honest 
policemen have had equally rocky 
roads to cross. 


Tho wonder then Is not that so 


many politicians, bureaucrats and po- 
licemen ore corrupt. The wonder rath- 
er is that so many remain honest de- 
spite the temptations regularly of- 
fered and the pressures roughly ap- 
plied. 


For it is my impression, in years of 


wdtchlng the bureaucracy — local, 
state and notional—that most officials 
and most police in most cities and 
states are honest But the minority 
who are corrupt can do a great deal 
of damage — to our safety, to our in- 
dividual rights and to our pocket- 
books. For bribery to-permit Illegal 
gambling does not stop there, as ev- 
eryone knows. It reaches even to 
Juries and to judges for all types of 
crime. 


Laying out the problem is simple. 


The solution Is more difficult. 


We ore not successful In enforce- 


ment Take one major state as an ex- 
ample. In five years, 20,000 gambling 


operators were arrested. One hundred 
were convicted. Ten went to Jail. It is 
believed most of those convicted and 
jailed were minor "sidewalk" oper- 
ators. 


As a result there is a movement 


afoot 'to legalize gambling, or some 
gambling. Surveys by the Commission 
on the Review of the National Policy 
Toward Gambling, set up by the 91st 
Congress, suggest that close to two 
Americans out of three gamble legally 
or Illegally at least once in any given 
year. And that to per cent of Ameri- • 
cans (the figure seems high) favor le- 
galizing one form of gambling or an- 
other. .' 


But those figures are misleading. 


There Is a great difference of opinion, 
even among those who favor more le- 
gal gambling, as to what types of 
gambling they'd moke legal and 
which they'd frown upon. The state- 
run gambling thus far voted has been 
the subject of a great deal of criti- 
cism. 


Leaving moral questions aside, 


there Is a great deal of doubt more- 
over, that legal gambling, even If uni- 
versally voted In this'country, would 
put a crippling dent In the Illegal op- 
erations. Certainly this has not been 
the case in those instances where le- 
galized gambling has been adopted. 


In my experience, wide open towns 


have not been conducive to normal 
family life and the raising of children.

Planned Parenthood Assn. director 
presents group's view on abortion 


The oldest method of birth control, abortion, is still wrapped in 


controversy. Efforts to inject it as an issue into the current presi- 
dential campaign and to discredit recent Supreme Court rulings 
have subjected the public to misleading information both in the 
print and broadcast media. While women of all faiths, back- 
grounds and financial levels exercise their newly legalized free- 
dom from compulsory pregnancy, others are still barred from the 
simple choice of whether or not to bear a child. 


Frequently broadcast is the theme of the right of the unborn 


fetus, a theme which pretends to be a "humanist" point of view, 
but which, in reality, reduces the unwillingly pregnant woman to 
a level of slavery which would be intolerable under any other 
circumstance. In fact, while slavery and race are often hinted at 
by anti-abortion groups, Implying that abortion leads to slavery or 
genocide, it is the poor and the black In this country who are most 
frequently denied access to safe legal abortion and who must 
choose between unwanted child-bearing or illegal abortions. There 
is also clear misrepresentation of the Supreme Court's recent rul- 
ing that minors do not require parental consent to obtain abor- 
tions. To suggest from this that the role of the parent is being 
eroded totally ignores the fact that almost every state legislature 
in this country has long since passed laws allowing minors to 
obtain prenatal care without parental consent. These same legisla- 
tures have also provided for minors' consent to care relating to 
drugs and to treatment of venereal diseases. The point is that the 
critical need for access to care in each of these actuations had to 
be recognized or the affected minor would be subjected to even 
greater morbidity or mortality risks. 


Other Instances of misinformation are often encountered. For 


example, early abortion Is said to be a dangerous procedure. Ear- 
ly abortion is seven times safer than childbirth. Nor is there one 
iota of evidence to support the cry that it causes subsequent infer- 
tility or birth defects. But even these facts are meaningless to the 
woman who must examine for herself what her future will be. 


WE REALIZE that our society Is pluralistic and there are those 


who oppose abortion on religious or moral grounds. Planned Par- 
enthood itself believes the avoidance of unwanted pregnancy 
through the consistent employment of effective contraception is 
far preferable to the termination of pregnancy through surgical 
abortion. 


We encourage those who oppose abortion to Join us in actively 


making available those educational programs and contraceptive 
methods which would reduce the need for abortion. These Include 
the implementaton of educational programs on sexuality, and sup- 
port for the medical and scientific communities which arc working 
to develop safe, effective contraceptives not subject to occasional 
failure or adverse side effects. 


Additional funds for family planning services must be made 


"available and women of all ages must be allowed access to these 
services. Research to develop better methods of contraception 
must be continued and greatly increased. But until those funds and 
that research are realities, women will seek abortion and we win 
defend for them the right to choose it.

900 other* residents of south Arlington Heights — last spring signed 
the petition requesting withdrawal of the Committee of Ten's pro- 
posal for a unit district. 


Has Mr. Poklacki forgotten that he personally approached or- 


ganizers of the above mentioned petition on May 3. 1976, suggest- 
ing that possibly It would be In the best interests of parents in the 
Juliette Low area to withdraw from Dist. 59 and become a part of 
Disk 25 in order not to become involved In the proposed unit 
district? 


M.R POKLACKI ACCUSES Dist. 214 of "... halftruths, in- 


nuendoes, and falsehoods." What are they? 


Dist. 59 and 214 are within their rights to circulate materials 


concerning the unit district prior to referendum according to the 
opinion of the legal department of the Illinois Office p( Education. 
For examples of similar materials already distributed by Dist. SB, 
we refer Mr. Poklacki to the two issues of the Fifty-Nlner dated 
Feb. 1976 and June 1976. 


Mr. Poklacki stated that "It seems the Dist. 214 Board . . . 


would not consider a mutual tuition-transfer policy." If he had 
contacted Dist. 214 administration, he would have been advised 
that 214 has never been officially approached by Dist. 59 or the 
Committee of Ten to either accept or refuse this possibility. 


In a meeting with Dr. Gilbert last spring he assured us that 


regardless of the outcome of this unit district question, his prima- 
ry consideration would be the well-being of all the students in the 
area and would resolve matters accordingly. 


Mr. Poklacki says that the unit district board would allow the 


Dist. 214 children to continue at Forest View. How can he possibly 
speak for a board that is not yet in existence? 


On the matter of "taxation without adequate representation," 


Dist. 59 residents supply Dist. 214 with 27 per cent of its ttudcnU 
and 28.5 per cent of its board of education members. What could 
be more adequate representation? 


In conclusion, Erwin Poklacki is not speaking for all the Arling- 


ton Heights citizens south of Central Road. We, too, are residenti 
of this area and after nine months In depth study we cannot find 
any educational or financial advantages to a unit district.

This, I am sure, has resulted In a savings to 
them. Tm wondering what savings, in dollars and cents, the vll- 
lage residents have received. Let's forget the rhetoric surrounding 
the announcement of the new system, why haven't we realized a 
saving* with this new procedure? 


By entering into this new agreement, did the village give the 


scavenger service the authority to begin their pick-ups at 6 ajn.? 
In checking with the village clerk's office,1 we do have an ordi- 
nance prohibiting construction noise prior to 7:30 ajxt., but not 
governing the scavenger service equipment. Have you, ever beard. 
the noise that one of these trucks make, especially at 6'ajn., when 
the rest of the village Is still, for the most part; asleep? 


The scavenger service was hired to provide a service to the 


village, but I, and many others, consider It a disservice to be 
rudely awakened by the disturbance 'which they create. If they 
cannot do their pick-up in one day, starting at reasonable hours, 
then let's go back to the old system.

(A review) 


"Tho Front" Is strong stuff — the kind of thought-provoking film 


that leaves a lasting, nightmarish Impression and produces societ- 
al heart burn. 


Where all of Woody Allen's movies havoibecn poignantly funny, ' 


this one Is tragic. While "Tho Front" marks the first time.the 
comedian has been cast In a straight role, the film Is far more 
significant for its content than for its proof that the slight,-bespec> 
tacled actor can appear serious. 


In the past, Allen has at least partially collaborated on the 


writing of all movies In which bo has appeared and,.with the' 
exception of (he film version of his Broadway hit,' "Play It Again 
Sam," has also directed every Him. Except this one;' 


TllE WALTEH Bernstein script was submitted. Allen liked what 


be read and agreed to appear in the movie because the subject 
matter was Important enough "to be brought to the attention of 
today's moviegoers, many of whom are cither too young to know 
about or else have forgotten the-horrors of the McCarthy Era," 
said Allen when he accepted the role. 


And that'* what "The Front" Is all about - the anti-communist 


hysteria of the 1950s when members of the entertainment Industry, 
In particular, were hard hit. 


Writers, technicians and performers alike were Indiscriminately 


blacklisted as communist sympathizers by the powerful House t}> 
American Activities Committee (HUAC). There was seldom any 
proof. Many talented persons lost their Jobs or were labeled 
"unemployable" Just because of inferences made by self-appointed 
patriots. 


"The Front" is set in New York during the early '50s when 


television was Just beginning to gain prominence. 


Flashbacks to old household commercials and ncwsreels help set 


the period. 
- 


ALLEN PLAYS Howard Prince, a small-time bookie and restau- 


rant cashier who Is persuaded to act as a "front" for blacklisted 
television writers unable to write under their own names. They 
supply Prince with scripts. Ho submits them under his own name. 


It's an easy life. Prince gets a 10 per cent cut off the top and 


. 


becomes famous besides. Both his love life and lifestyle take a 
turn for the better. 


Though a virtual klutz, and politically unaware besides, Prince 


Is continually followed by security officers who finally get enough 
on him to bring him before HUAC. Ho can either compromise and 
cooperate or go to jail. 
• .. 
• 


Highly predictable, Allen still gets laughs. Even In a straight 


role, his sad-sock countenance Is comical, often providing amusing 
relief In a movie that otherwise might wear out people. 
• 


Yet at other times his previous credits work against him. He 


appears ridiculous when he should look suave. W,oody Allen has 
been at comedy too long to go straight. But then he doesn't Intend 
to make a_ career out of it. "The Front" was just a fluke. 


THE REAL ACTING star of this show Is Zero Mostel, who just 


about plays himself — in more than one way. In "The Front" 
Mostel plays a renowned TV comedian whose career is shattered 
when he is blacklisted. .

"For-Mostel there really was a hiatus of 14 years between 19S2's '. 
"The Model and the Marriage Broker" and I966's "A Funny Thing 
Happened on the Way to the Forum." 


That's because Mostel himself was blacklisted In 1952. And this 


personal experience Is brilliantly relived In his performance. He is 
even more incredible In the role of a doomed entertainer than as 
the happy-go-lucky, God-fearing peasant farmer he popularized in 
"Fiddler on the Roof." 


Nevertheless, In looking back at his being victimized, Mostel has 


no bitterness. In retrospect he looks upon it as almost a blessing In 
disguise. 


His career was in a rut. When the blacklist struck and Mostel 


couldn't act any longer in films, be returned to the New York 
stage (where blacklisting had far less effect than In movies or 
television), a move which eventually elevated him to his present 
stardom. But, of course, Mostel was lucky. Many other actors 
were ruined for good. • 


ALSO INTERESTING to note, both Martin Rltt, the director, 


and Bernstein himself were once blacklisted.

Crafts boom is more than a fad 


PAUL SMITH. Director of the Museum of Contemporary Crafts In 
New York, shows a walnut chatt with cradle by Sam Maloof, a 
California artlst-crafttman.

We watch TV. Our cars almost 


drive themselves. Many ot us 
have very mechanical Jobs. 


These are among the major rea- 


sons behind the fast-growing 
crafts movement in the United 
States, according to Paul Smith, 
director of the Museum of Con- 
temporary Crafts of the American 
Crafts Council In New York. 


"Crafts give us a chance to 


make something that gives us a 
f e e l i n g of accomplishment," 
Smith said. 


"That element (of our lives) 


certainly is going to increase. It Is 
not Just a fad." 


THE GROWTH IN crafts is Il- 


lustrated by a national survey 
commuvioned lost year by the As- 
sociated Councils on the Arts. It 
found 43 per cent — two out of 
five — of those interviewed said 
they engage in such creative ac- 
tivities as photography, painting 
or sketching, woodworking and 
weaving.

Smith says it doesn't matter 


whether a person makes day pots 
and pans and clothing for every- 
day needs or ceremonial art Any 
or all of these give the maker 
"the opportunity to say, 'I did 
this. This is me.'" 


TO SMITH. EVEN graffiti on 


the subway are self-expression in 


, the world of art* and crafts. 


Smith said the arts and craft* 


movement began during the early 
port of the century. "In the late 
*20* and early '30s craft* started 
to become port of the university 
system." 


Then It got "a whole new start 


after the war. The G. I. Bill was 
very Important. It sponsored a lot 
of people at universities. A lot of 
private art schools sprang up. 


"In the early days craft* were 


considered an oddity. We used to 
think old Is better, more accom- 
plished — Roman pottery, Oriental 


porcelains. Wo cannot say that to- 
day." 


HE SAID MANY professionals 


all over the U.S. were working in- 
crafts In the early '50s. They were 
very skilled, but much of their 
work reflected the 
European, 


Scandinavian 
and Oriental .in* 


fluences. Many of their teachers 
had been born and trained 
abroad. Ail that has changed, he 
said. 


"There is no national style now 


in the United States. Our school 
system allows Individuality," 
Smith said, pointing out exam- 
ples:

There is a ceramic cross by Peter 
Voulkos, whom Smith described 
a* one of the most Influential clay 
artists in the U. S. and a roan of 
world influence.

"INCREASING NUMBERS of 


people earn their entire living 
from handmade pottery," Smith 
said. 


"The fiber arts used to be most' 


People got bored 
with it, so now we have offloom 
and sculptural weaving and wo- 
ven forms. We have knotting, 
knitting, crocheting. 


"It's to hard to know what la 


most popular," he sold. 


One of the fastest growing 


craft* is glass-blowing. . 


Studio glass-blowing did not ex- 


ist in U. S. schools until the early 
1960s. 


"In 1072, over 100 different glau 


artists were working in the United 
States, and over SO glass depart- 
m e n t • existed in American 
schools. They're ail over," Smitfi 
said. "It's Just Incredible."

Babe's father, 
who was a history professor at Colum- 
bia, committed suicide when Babe 
was only a child, after having been 
labeled a Communist sympathizer in 
the'SOs.

for show, not for play 


THE MINIATURE studio abova Is 
an exact duplieata 
of tha raal 


one. It was built from tha sama 
wood, HO-yaar-old poplar. Tha 
leather lofa was handmade from 
ona of Mrs. Whitney's kid glovas. 
At laft is a cutaway of tha main 
houia showing roomfuls of hand- 
crafted, tiny furnishings. 


Eight years ago Cornelia Vanderbilt Whitney 


asked her mother for a dollhouse. 


Marylou Whitney complied. But it took six years to 


complete Just the main house of the doll-size estate - 
and both the expense and work involved were far 
greater than any 9-year-old girl could ever realize. 


In fact, the project, an exact replica of the Whit- 


neys' Kentucky estate, Maple Hill, Is considered 
more a work of art than a plaything.' • 


One wouldn't think of disturbing the miniature fur- 


nishings, many of which were painstakingly crafted 
by skilled workmen on the Whitney farm who used 
dental tools for the more delicate carving. 


BUILT FROM WOOD that was used In the original 


1790 farmhouse, the main'dollhouse, constructed to 
one-twelfth scale, has ,a Federal facade that lifts 
electrically to reveal the 13-room interior. 


An ongoing project, the estate now includes, in 


addition to the main house, the guesthouse and art- 
ist's studio where both Whitneys paint. A Roman 
atrium, stables' and log cabin chapel will complete 
the entire estate in miniature — to be just like the 
real one. 


The dollhouse is an exact duplicate, right down to 


the parquet flooring. In the living room alone 2,790 
tiny pieces were used.-Some of the miniature chan- 
deliers contain more than a thousand crystals; the 
miniature books in the library are real and can be 
read; and in the guest house, a minute set of hand- 
crafted, sterling silver mint julep cups contain 
make-believe Ice and tiny mint leaves. 


Paintings in the studio, patterned off those actual- . 


ly executed by the Whilncys, have been reproduced, 
on minute pieces of linen, and the playable gold harp 
in the living room is tuned to E flat. 


ANTIQUES ABOUND. The front hall contains a 


pair of 16-taper candelabra that are replicas of those 


in the Palace of Versailles, a Hepplewhite table and 
chair (1785-1800) and a thrce-flnial grandfather 
clock. 


Some of the furnishings are more personal than 


valuable. The pair of ivory elephant tables hi the 
upstairs sitting room of the guesthouse are carved 
from chessmen of a set that has been In the family 
for generations. The leather .sofa in the art studio is 
made from coo at Mrs. Whitney's kid gloves and the 
bedspread in the grandmother's bedroom, is cut 
from her wedding handkerchief. 


The three dollhouse buildings arc currently on dis- 


play at Wally Findlay Galleries, '814 N. Michigan 
Ave., through Oct. 30. Hours are 9:30 a.m. - 5:30 
p.m. except Sundays. Admission is $2 for adults; $1 
for children, with all proceeds going to the Antiqua- 
rian Society of the Art Institute of Chicago, whose 
primary interest is In the field of decorative arts. 


ALSO ON SALE is "Cornelia Vanderbilt Whitney's 


Dollhouse,'.' a book by Marylou Whitney recently 
published by Farrar, Straus & Giroux, $25. Proceeds 
from the gallery sales of, Mrs. Whitney's book, which 
traces the history of the home and the people who 
lived in it, are also going to the Antiquarian Society. 


The actual Maple H1U has a history dating back tov 


1700 when John Rogers built a double log cabin from 
wood that had earlier been used to construct a fort 
on adjacent property. In 1796 they built a new brick 
house and slave quarters, using some of the original- 
logs for ceiling beams hi their cellar. 


This house is the nucleus of the present Whitney 


estate, and the slave quarters have been trans- 
formed into a luxurious two-bedroom, two-bath 
guesthouse with its own kitchen and living room. It 
is often referred to as the "Princess Margaret 
House" because it is here she and Lord Snowdon 
stayed during a visit to the United States.

thing as spot reducing. You have to be on a general weight reduc-

areas, such as the face. 


• You have two problems, bss of muscle mass in the face, neck, 
arms and gain of fat below the chist. The way you go about 
rearranging yourself is to recognize you havo two problems, not 
Just one. 


It U a perverse aspect of nature that causes us to lose fat In our 


face first and last In the abdomen and hips area. A good program 
is to do exercises to build up muscles In the skinny places and bo 
on an exercise diet program to lose calorics and get rid oi the 
unwanted fat deposits.

The complex substances that make 


up their cells and tissues are broken 
down into simpler substances that can 
be used by 11"**^ plants and antnuVt, 
Without the feverish activity of these 
decomposers, the 'earth would soooTj* 
covered with dead matter. 


The air surrounding the Earth is 


composed of almost 80 per cent nitro- 
gen. This important element is neces- 
sary to living ceils, both in plants and 
animals. The problem is, however, 
that plants and animal* ranim* simply 
extract the needed nitrogen from the 
air — it must come from the soil. Cer- 
tain bacteria bare the ability to con- 
vert nitrogen into a form that can be 
used by plants and by animals that 
eat the plants. Without the old of 
these bacteria the soil would soon be- 
come poor in nitrogen and eventually 
plants and animals would suffer. • 


Bacteria also are used by men in 


the production of many foods. But- 
termilk, yogurt, cheese, vinegar and 
sauerkraut an Just a few that depend 
on these tiny helpers. Other bacteria 
help preserve crushed corn stalks and 
other silage eaten by cattle. The tan- 
ning and textile Industries use bac- 


teria in the preparation of hides and 
certain clothes.

ty. This is a great example of putting 
into practice Chairman Mao's great 
theory of continuing the revolution un- 
der'the dictatorship of the proleta- 
riat." 


In on Ironic twist, the report added, 


"it is a great victory for the Great 
Proletarian Cultural' Revolution and 
for Mao Tae-tung Thought." Madame 
Mao'and her radical cohorts spear-- 
beaded the attacks which led to-the 
purge of so many people during the 
Cultural Revolution 10 yean ago. 


The agency said that Madame Mao 


and three radicals known as the 
"Shanghai Mafia" had been elimi- 


nated "in accordance with Chairman 
Mao's behests." 


The purge of Madame Mao (Chiang 


Chlng), and the Shanghai trio — 
Wang Hung-wen, Chang Chun-Chiao 
and Yao Wen-yuan, — was announced 
officially for the first time in an 
NCNA dispatch on demonstrations in 
Peking Thursday by more than 1.5 
million people. 


Diplomatic analysts and Intelligence 


sources said that despite widespread 
rumors and reports in recent days 
that the four bod been executed, the 
best •available Information -indicated 
that they were still alive, although 
one was wounded-'

1250.000 to renovate the structure and 
bring it Into compliance with the city 
building code. Jordan and others, how- 
ever, say they believe the cost would 
bo much less. 


Historical society officials have 


asked tho city to allow It to move Its 
headquarters and museum Into the 
structure for a five-year trial period. 
They said the upstairs could be used 
as a meeting place for community or- 
ganizations. . 


The society's request Is being con- 


sidered by the city council's building, 


grounds and parking lots committee 
which Is expected to make a recom- 
mendation to the full council Nov. 1. 


JORDAN SAID he thinks the three- 


member 'committee will recommend 
demolition of the old building, but be- 
lieves there is a good chance the ma- 
jority of aldermen will vote to pre- 
serve tho structure, particularly If 
there Is public pressure. 


"It's our Job right now to get that 


motion defeated," Jordan sold. "I 
think we have a good chance." 


If the city council does decide to 


preserve the building, Jordan said, 
the society would attempt to raise 
money to pay renovation costs. 


"We're going to have to look ahead 


and raise some money," he said. "I 
don't think we should expect the city 
to pay for all of It." 


THE HISTORICAL society Is Inter- 


ested In saving tho old city hall be- 
cause It soon will have to move from 
Its present location. The society cur-, 
rcntly Is located in the old Kinder 
House, 777 Lee St, but It must bo 
moved to make way for a drive-In fa- 
cility for the DCS Plalnes Federal 
Savings and Loan Assn. 


Tho society has renewed efforts to 


SOVD the old city hall because the city 
has not renewed an option to purchase 
property for the society at 7V1 Grace- 
land Avc. City officials were consid- 
ering, purchasing the property and 
moving the Kinder House to the site.

has not ruled out the possibility of 
purchasing the property.

Bolek finds 
mayor's job 
challenging

Charles J. Bolck has found his new 


Job as mayor of DCS Plalnes to be 
challenging, time consuming and at 
times hectic, but the city's chief exec- 
utive is not complaining. 


Bolek, who took o\er the reins 11 


weeks ago from retiring Mayor Her- 
bert H. Bchrel. said he knew he was 
taking on a tough Job from the outset, 
but admits it's even tougher than ex- 
pected.

He 
sold he generally Is at Jeco for an 
liour In the morning, and spends tho 
remainder of his day in his city hall 
office. 


"I don't find It all to be too much," 


he said. "In fact, I still have a Lttle 
more time and could do a few more 
things. 


"Basically, I find it enjoyable, chal- 


lenging and stimulating." he said. 
"It's a complete change of pace from 
what I'm used to " 


ALTHOUGH BOLEK said he Is en- 


Joying his tenure as mayor, be said he 
has ml decided whether ho will be a 
mayoral candidate next April. 


Bolck said he believes his II years 


as nldcrman of the city's 3rd ward 
and his experience as chairman of the 
city council's finance commllteo is 
helping him to be a better mayor. 


"I think it would be very difficult 


for somebody without that kind of ex- 
perience lo come In and solve the day 
to day problems of the city," he said. 


Bolek said he has not nude any

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Marriott's super park scores an 'A' for first season 


by CAROLL LUCAS" 


Marriott's Great America — Gur- 


net's giant theme park — has closed 
Its first season without becoming .the 
giant headache many stale and coun- 
ty officials expected. 


The massive traffic jams — pre- 


dicted because more than two million 
persons visited Great America this 
year—just didn't happen. 


An overload on county and state po- 


lice departments brought about by an 
increase In crime, accidents and 
deaths expected to result from the 
large numbers of people coming Into 
Lake County — again did not happen. 


SOME 8AY It's because Great 


America did not draw as large crowds 
aa projected. Marriott officials sold 
they had 2,350,000 patrons and lived 
up to thdr projections of more than 
Iwo million. 


Others credit the good reports 


to Marriott's efficient security sys- 
tem, the cleanliness of the park and 
the kind of crowd attracted by Great 


America. 


"The devil never showed up as ad- 


vertised," Sandy Qulnn, a Marriott 
vice president, said this week looking 
back at the pork's first season. 


AND NO ONE was more surprised 


than state and county police. Lake 
County Chief Deputy Robert Cordcr 
said no additional' personnel was 
needed and there was "no Increase In 
criminal complaints." 


"We don't have troublemakers — at 


least they're not making trouble when 
they're at the park," Qulnn said. 
Qulnn believes there are many rea- 
sons for this, the most important- 
being the kind of atmosphere created 
by the theme park. 


Other factors Include the 17.95 adult 


entrance fee and the park's no-non- 
sense attitude about crowd behavior. 


State and county police were 


amazed by the absence of major traf- 
fic problems. 


Illinois State Police LL Charles 


McCarthy attributes the successful 


traffic flow to the fact that patrons do 
not have a set time to enter and leave 
the park. 


Lake County Coroner Oscar LJnd 


expected Great America to put extra 
demand on Us office. So he hired an- 
other employe to help meet the In- 
creased caseload. But nothing hap- 
pened. 


Not an county officials, however, 


are satisfied with Great America. The 
park's traffic performance has not 
mollified county board member F. T. 
"Mike" Graham, a Great America op- 
ponent. 


"Two weeks don't make a mar- 


riage," Graham warns. He believes In 
the long run the-park will have a 
negative impact on Lake County from 
both cost and environmental stand- 
points, 
v 


He dismisses Great America's role 


as an employer for some 2,500 per- 
sons. Many are paid $2.20 to JIM an 
hour and this is no boon to Lake Coun- 
ty .economy, Graham charges. 


WHAT HAS happened in Lake Coun- 


ty and the tiny town of Gurnee as a 
result of Great America? 


Gurnee bos felt some impact. Great 


America Is bringing In,revenue. The 
village expects to make about $300,000 
In amusement tax revenues this year. 
The village collected $251,925 for 
June, July and August. 


Sales tax revenues have brought the 


village $111,121.90, almost 
$72,000 


more than It received from sales tax 
last year. 


Gurnee Mayor Richard Welton said 


this means the village tax rate will be 
cut between 20 and 30 per cent This 
could take the rate as low as 60 cents 
per $100 assessed valuation. Last year 
the rate was 75 cents, Welton said. 
' Some of the things Gurnee will now 
be able to afford include a new 
$250,000 police building, a bike trail 
and road Improvements, Welton said. 


IT HAS NOT ALL been one-sided 


however. Gurnee Police Chief Keith 
C. Porter said the park has put B 


strain on his ID-member force. 


Porter said traffic accidents have 


increased since Great America 
opened. Between January and August 
of this year there was a 56 per cent 
hike in the number of traffic acci- 
dents over last year, be said. 


Before Great America opens next 


year, Porter hopes to Increase his 
staff to three, funded by a traffic 
grant. 


Has the park had an economic ef- 


fect on the nearby towns of Munddeln 
and LibertyvUle? 


No, Jim McCoy, executive director 


of the Mundelein-Llbertyvilk Area 
Chamber of Commerce says. 


THE ONLY local businessmen who 


might have felt a boost were motals 
and service stations, he said. 


Some hospitals serving Great Amer- 


ica reported an increase In demand 
for service that were directly attribut- 
able to the park. . 


An official for St. Therese Hospital 


But park's neighbors have mixed feelings 


In Waukegan said the increase was 
significant. According to its records 
the hospital treated 206 persons from 
Great America. Victory Memorial 
Hospital in Waukegan also reported 
an increase. 


When Great America reopens on 


April 23 after a more than $6 million 
expansion program this winter, local 
officials will still be watching.

But others like it and still 
others accept It and concede that 
their wont fears never materialized. 


THREE YEARS ago. Betsy Caplan. 


BOH Darleno Dr. In Oakwood filed suit 
to stop Great America. 


Today, although she hasn't changed 


her mind about Great America. Mrs. 
Caplan b more than candid about the 
lack of local traffic jams generated 
by the park. 


"Much to our amazement, It never 


happened," she said. 


"The noise and visIbllity of the park 


annoy a lot of us." she said, although 
she cannot see into the ride area from 
her property. 


Mrs. Caplan does not Intend to 


move now, and she hopes thai with 
continued vigilance by concerned resi- 
dents the park-can be kept within fed- 
eral Environmental Protection Agen- 
cy noise levels and Gurnee-regu- 
lations. 


HER NEIGHBOR. Phyllis Hoffman, 


4993 Darleno Dr., summed up her 
summer with Great America by say- 
ing, "All In all. It wasn't as bad as I 
expected." 


She said Marriott'did try to moko 


adjustments In noise levels and she 
said what annoyance there IB doos not 
make her family wont to move. 


Furthermore 
she contends that 


Great America has not affected the 
sale of property in Oakwood. 


She uld four homes have sold since 


construction started on the-amuse- 


ment park. Oakwood homes are In the 
$90,000 to $100,000 range. Despite the 
park, Mrs. Hoffman said, "I think we 
could sell our home at a reasonable 
price." 


Ida Shaw, who lives at 5045 South 


Rd. In Oakwood, said she wasn't both- 
ered by Great America at all. "It's 
less of a problem than my cocker spa- 
niel," she noted. 


THE KARL HAGGLUNDS, who live 


at 5026 South Rd;, also have no com- 
plaints. Mrs. Hagglund said the park 
Is not noisy. And they haven't lost any 
sleep because of Great America. "Be- 
sides, you can't stop progress," she 
said. 


Most of the people talked to by The 


Herald sold that the park noises come 
and go. Almost all of them mentioned 
the train whistles. Depending on the 
prevailing winds, they also hear 
snatches of loudspeaker conversations 
and high ride screams. 


Jerry Goode, who lives at 1027 Juni- 


per Lone in Valley View Is most con- 
cerned about the control of traffic in 
his area. He lives near the parking lot 
entrance and Is worried about the 
safety of children crossing against the 
auto-trip stoplight. He Is also con- 
cerned about the effect car fumes 
from the parking lot might have on

Marriott's Great America — Gur- 


ne**« giant theme pork — has closed' 
Its tint season without becoming the 


1 giant headache many itate and coun- 
ty official! expected. 


The maaiive traffic jams — ipre- 


' dieted became more than two million 
' person! vlilted Great America this 
year — Just didn't happen. 


An overload on county and state po- 


lice departments brought about by an 
Increase In crlmo, accidents and 
deaths expected to result from the 
large numbers of people coming Into 
' Lake County — again did not happen. 


SOME SAY It's because Great 


America did not draw u largo crowds 
as projected. Marriott officials said- 
they had 2,350,000 patrons and lived 
up to their projections of more than 
two million. 


Others credit the good reports 


to Marriott'! efficient security sys- 
tem, the cleanliness of the park and 
the kind of crowd attracted by Great 


America. 


"The devil never showed up as ad- 


vertised," Sandy Quinn, a Marriott 
vice president, said this week looking 
back at the park's first season. 


AND NO ONE was more surprised 


than state and county police. Lake 
County Chief Deputy Robert Cbrder 
laid no additional personnel was 
needed and there was "no Increase In 
criminal complaints." 


"We don't have troublemaker! - at 


least they're not making trouble when 
they're at the park," Quinn said. 
Quinn believes there are many-rea- 
«ons for this, the most Important 
being the kind of atmosphere created 
by the theme park. 


Other factors Include the 17.95 adult 


entrance fee and the park's no-non- 
rense attitude about crowd behavior. 


State 
and 
county police 
• were 


amazed by the absence of major traf- 
fic problems. • 
• 


Illinois Slate Police Lt. Charles 


McCarthy attributes the successful 


, traffic flow to the fact that patrons do 
not have a set time to enter and leave 
the park. 
' Lake County Coroner Oscar Llnd 
expected Great America to put extra 
demand on his office. So he hired an- 
other employe to help meet the In- 
creased caseload. But nothing hap- 
pened. ,'' 


Not all county officials, however, 


are satisfied with Great America. The 
park's traffic performance has not 
mollified county board member F. T. 
"Mike" Graham, a Great America op- 
ponent. 
. "Two weeks don't make a mar- 
riage," Graham warns. lie believes In 
tho long run the park will have a 
negative Impact on Lake County from 
both cost and environmental stand- 
points. 
- , 


He dismisses Great America's role 


as an employer for some 2,500 per- 
sons. Many are paid f2.20 to $2.50 an 
hour and this is no boon to Lake Coun- 
ty economy, Graham charges. 


W1IAT HAS happened In Lake Coun- 


ty and the tiny town of Gurnee as a 
result of Great America? 


Gurnee has fell some impact. Great 


America Is bringing in revenue. Tho 
village expects to make about $300,000 
In amusement tax revenues this year. 
The village collected $251,925 for 
June, July and August. 


Sales tax revenues have brought the 


village flll.ULSO, almost $72,000 
more than It received from sales tax 
last year. 


Gurnee Mayor Richard Welton said 


this means the village tax rate will be 
cut between 20 and 90 per cent. This 
could take the rate as low as GO cents 
peMIOO assessed valuation. Last year 
the rate was 75 cents, Welton said. 


Some of the things Gurnee will now 


be able lo afford Include a new 
$250,000 police building, a bike trail 
and road Improvements, Welton said. 


IT HAS NOT -ALL been one-sided 


however. Gumee Police Chief Keith 
C.. Porter said the park has put a 


strain on his ID-member force. 


Porter said traffic accidents have 


I n c r e a s e d since Great America 
opened. Between January and August 
of this year there was a 56 per cent 
hike in the number of traffic acci- 
dents over last year, he said. • 


Before Great America opens next 


year, Porter hopes to Increase his 
staff to three, funded by a traffic 
grant 


Has the park had an economic ef- 


fect on the nearby towns of Munddeln 
and Llbertyville? 


No, Jim McCoy, executive director 


of the Mundeleln-Llbertyville Area 
Chamber of Commerce says. 


THE ONLY local businessmen who 


might have felt a boost were motels 
and service stations, he said. 


Some hospitals serving Great Amer- 


ica reported an increase In demand 
for service that were directly attribut- 
able to the park.'• 


An official for St. Thereae Hospital 


In Waukegan said the Increase was 
significant. According to its records 
the hospital treated 206 persons from 
Great America. Victory Memorial 
Hospital In Waukegan also reported 
an increase. 


When Great America reopens on 


April 23 after a more than $6 million 
expansion program this winter, local 
officials will still be watching. 
. 


, Welton is one public official who 
hopes things continue to turn out as 
well as they have this year. 


Based on Gurnee's experience with 


a giant In its midst this year. Welton 
says, "I guess I can stay in town an- 
other year." 


But park's neighbors have mixed feelings 


Everyone knows going to a theme 


park like Marriott's Great America 
can bo fun. It's all ohhs and ahhf, 
Bugs Bunny and pink cotton candy 
ride*. 


Living next door to Groat America, 


however, might not turn out to be fun. 


After four months of boing next 


door neighbors lo a major theme park 
la full swing, some residents of Gur- 
nee's Oakwood, Quality Acres and. 
Valley View are still not happy about 
(he pork. But others like It and still 
others accept It and concede that 
their wont fears never materialized. 


TllltEE YEAHS ago. Betsy Caplan, 


SOU Darlene Dr. In Oakwood filed tuit 
lo stop Great America. 


Today, although she hasn't changed 


her mind about Great America, Mrs. 
Caplan is more than candid about the 
lack of local traffic Jams generated 
by the park. 


"Much to our amazement, It never 


happened," the said. 


"Tho noise and visibility of tho park 


annoy a lot of us," she said, although 
she cannot see into the ride area from 
her property. 
. Mrs. Caplan does not Intend to 
move now, and she hope! that with 
continued vigilance by concerned resi- 
dents the park can be kept within fed- 
eral Environmental Protection Agen-) 
cy noise levels < and Gurnee regu- 
lation!. .-' 


HER NEIGHBOR. Phyllis Hoffman, 


4093 Darlene Dr., summed up her 
summer with Great America by say- 
ing, "All In all, it wasn't as bad as I 
expected." 


She said Marriott did try to make 


adjustments In noise levels and -she 
•odd what annoyance there Is does not 
make her family want to move. 
. Furthermore she • contends •'• that 
Great America has not affected the 
sale of property In Oakwood. 


She said four homes have sold ilnce 


construction started on the amuse- 


ment park. Oakwood homes are In the 
$90,000 to $100,000 range. Despite the 
park, Mrs. Hoffman said, "I think we 
could sell our home at a reasonable 
price." 


Ida Shaw, who lives at 5045 South

John Grena didn't think his lease 


was bulletproof. 


When the shots started flying 


through his Hoffman Estates apart- 
ment, Grena figured that was reason 
enough to move. 


Ills landlord doesn't see it that way. 
A month after the shooting Incident, 


Grena and his family finally feel se- 
cure In their new Chicago home. 


BUT THE SENSE of security has 


cost him $500. and he still has a $2,025 
lease hanging over hin head. Wednes- 
day, he got a threatening note In the 
mall to boot. 


The family had lived at 216 Grand 


Canyon Pkwy. for about three months 
before bullets began zinging through 
the apartment Sept. 15 while Grena 
was watching "Stanley and Hutch." 


"It was just like somebody was 


pounding on the floor, but plaster was ' 
hitting me," he recalls. 


Police believe-the suspects in tb* :' 


shooting were aiming at a neighboring 
apartment and that some of the IS- 
bullets passed through the walls Into 
the Grena apartment. 


Later that night, says Grena, 23, his 


wife Amy. 22, was still shaken by 
what had happened. So they packed 
their bags. 


"I figured I'm getting out of here 


right now," Grena says. "My wife 
was upset that night and didn't wont 
to go bock for anything." 


HIS WIKK CALLED the apartment 


manager the next day to say they 
were in the process of moving, Grena 
says. "She (the manager) said there's 
no way «e con move because we've 
got a lease with them and all that." 


But despite the manager's con- 


tention that the Grenas could be made 
to pay off the lease, he says, the fami- 
ly went ahead with the move. 


He had just paid the next month's 


rent, so Grena called the bank and 
slopped payment on the $225 check. A 
week later, he rented a moving van 
for $200 and came bock to get his fur- 
niture. He says he gave the manager

Schlaver said his most satisfying 


experience in Mount Prospect politics 
was "running as an Independent

He served as village trustee from 1854 
to 1961. In-1961 he beat Richard Airey 
in the Mount Prospect mayoral race 
and remained, at that post through

The placement of explosives and an 


excessive amount of water have been 
cited by Metropolitan Sanitary Dis- 
trict officials as causes of the faulty 
dynamite blast Oct. 13 in a Mount 
Prospect deep tunnel sewage shaft. 


"It was the type of-blasting pattern 


and a combination of water that 
caused that type of explosion," Robert 
Ansanl, MSD's assistant chief engi- 
neer Bald. 


The blast, which was supposed to be 


contained within the 153-foot deep 
shaft at Central Road and Weller 
Lane, sent rocks and wood debris fly- 
ing out of the tunnel on the construc- 
tion site. 


MSD officials said 'it was the first 


faulty explosion since blasting on 13

ANSANI SAID the dynamite had 


been positioned in a V shape. He said 
the rock is peeled simultaneously 
from both sides of the tunnel and the 
explosion was triggered 
when it 


reached the middle of the V. "It's a 
common pattern used throughout the 
industry. The blast starts outside and 
works inward," Ansanl said. 


MSD officials said the water had 


been cushioning the start of the blast 
and the force applied by an unusually 
high volume of ground seepage de- 
layed what should have been a routine 
explosion. 


ANSANI SAID, In preparing for fu- 


ture dynamite blasts, "We'll probably 
shoot with a different pattern that 
probably would not accumulate at one 
point like the V-shaped pyramid. It 
will peel the rock from one side to the 
other." 


Meanwhile, Safety Engineer Ken- 


neth Gilbert has not returned to work 
since be was hit in the head by a fly- 
Ing rock dining the blast. Gilbert was
